Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Pussyman 2 The Prize 

is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick Pussyman 2 The Prize contains sustained visual images of female genitalia to the 
exclusion of the person as an individual. The sustained imagery is regarded as degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning to women in the manner in which and the extent to which it reduces 
women to the sexual parts of their anatomy. The images are provided in order to entice the 
viewers of sexually explicit video recordings, who are predominantly male, to rent or purchase this 
particular recording. 

This sustained focus is reinforced by the limited text which is suggestive of the view that women's 
primary purpose is the sexual gratification of men. For these reasons the Classification Office is of 
the opinion that the availability of the video slick is injurious to the public good. 

In giving consideration to the NZ Bill of Rights Act 1990, the Classification Office is of the opinion 
that there is a conflict between si 4 of the NZ Bill of Rights Act, and s3(3)(c) considerations. The 
Classification Office regards any limitations on the availability of material which reduces women to 
sexual body parts in the manner and extent to which this publication does, as reasonable and 
demonstrably justifiable. 

The Classification Office considers that if the video slick were submitted under si 3(1) of the FVPC 
Act, it would be classified as an objectionable publication, due to the manner in which sexual 
activity is presented, and women are portrayed. The Classification Office therefore does not 
approve the video slick Pussyman 2 The Prize.
